livery silo owner should ECO 


tlmt the structure Is In best condition 
to receive thn succulent cor a crop. 


As the farmer gives the silo the thor- 


ough "onco over" he must look out, 
first of all, for proper protection for ' 
the Interior. The annual application 
of a mixture of coal tar and creosote, 
both insjde anil outside, adds greatly 
to the life of a wood silo, as it protects 
the wood against decay. The cooVtar 
creosote- solution Is relatively Inex- 
pensive and the cost of treating the 
silo with this material Is so slight that 
no silo, owner should 'allow his silo 
to stand without this protection.' It 
Is also essential that he tighten loose 
hoops In order that no cracks or crev- 
ices allow nlr seepage. If the hoops 
have been kept tight, however, during 
the' period that the fillo Is empty, they 
should be loosened just before filling 
to prevent buckling or breaking of 
hoops' diie to swelling when the dry 
staves absorb moisture from the grceu 
fdlagc. 


Look for Cracks In Ol<j Silcs. 


In the case of wooden silos It may 


he ndvlsiible la cement nronnd the 
bottom of the slln where the founda- 
tion joins the superstructure, 
In the 


case of old silos It will be profitable 
for the fnnner to go over them careful- 
ly to look for cracks, nivl where lie linds 
them to seal with tar mid oakum, wood 
filler, or other effective material. 
It 


the bottom of the silo hns decayed 
slightly, the owner ni">' saw off whut- 
ever amount-Is niwssnry, and then, l>y 
the use of blocking, gradually lower 
the, 
silo to the fmmtlatlon awiln, ce- 


menting around the base as previously 
described. ' 


When the silo Is air-tight and able 


to stand the most rigid Inspection- 
the owner may consider the actual 
work of filling. A wise precaution 'is 
to plnce several feet of straw In tho 
bottom of the silo to act as a protective 
blanket between the bottom of ihe 


garde, and thrust viciously, with the

The machinery that operates these 


very important weather events 
is 


worthy of note. Our North America 
magnetic pole is located twenty de- 
grees south of the north geographic 
pole and swings around the western 
side of Boothia .Island, located near 
latitude 70, longitude 94. The mag- 
netic forces that cause the magnetic 
compass to point toward that mag- 
netic north pole come down and go 
into the Earth near that pole; there- 
fore the. cold waves are pulled dovra. 
The center forces, of the hurricanes 
rise and go to ,the North American 
magnetic north pole and then down 
through its center, taking the cold 
upper atmosphere down, causing the 
cold waves. 


These cold waves each 
organize 


two lows or storm centers, one on 
the west side and the other on the 
cast side of the high or cold wave. 
When the new high comes irjlo the 
ring of high and lows that move east- 
ward around that magnetic pole, the 
highs and lows behind the new high 
slow up and those in front speed up.

Jawbone of Animal Dltcovered 


Beneath Big Boulder.. 


Workmen engaged tn removing a 10- 


ton Held boulder which Is to mark .tho 
American I.eglon lot In Ml. Wollaston 
cemetery came across u strange find. 
\Vhcn tho boulder was lifted, after 
hard work, from Its bed at the edge 
of n piece of swampland nt tho bottom 
of a small hill In South Qulncy, tho 
workmen fomul part of tho Jawbone 
of some animal. A large double tooth, 
wonderfully piwerved. the oriamel of 
which shone with considerable luster, 
was Imtwhlod In part of tho Jaw. 


The size of the liwlli Indicate*! that 


the animal must Imvo IHXMI of consid- 
erable slie, hut how It got under tho 
rock was what puttied the workmen. 


The big honldor was so firmly Im- 


bedded In a rocky strata It did not 
seem possible any animal could have 
burrowed nmler, because the rock on 
which the hoiiMor rested was as flnn 
as the Iwnkler Itself, 


The only explanation the contractor 


conld give was that this big boulder 
might have topled'over from'the hill 
above many years ago and crushed 
to death some animal that was stand- 
ing or lying down there.

traces pf the animal were found. The 
tooth was given to James E. Hurke,

How Sounds Travel. 


A prevalent Impression has. been 


that explosive sounds travel much 
farther than ordinary sounds, with n 
velocity of several times tho normal. 
The experiments of Dr. D. C. Miller 
at Sandy Hook proving ground have 
shown that the velocity at 100 feet 
from a ten-inch gun is about 1,240 
feet per second, or 22 per cent above 
normal; at 2CX) feet from the gun, only 
5 per cent above normal; and at all 
distances greater than liOO feet 
the 


velocity of the explosive sound from 
the largest gun Is practically normal. 
The tests were made by sensitive mi- 
crophones at tho muzzle, and at dis- 
tances of 100. 200, 300, 400. 600, GOO, 
1,(K», 2,000. 7.SOO and 21.000 foot, the 
records of six of these stations being 
taken simultaneously by n special mov- 
ing film camera ami a string galvan- 
ometer.
